Three Sedalia dwelling ho uses 
were destro yed by fire yesterday, 
two o f the buildings, lo cated in 
widely different parts o f the city, 
being in flames abo ut the same 
time. 
The first alarm was sent in fro m 
the co rner o f Fo urteenth street and 
Misso uri avenue, at 2:30 p. m., 
where the residence o f Mrs. Ed 
Adams, o ccupied by the family o f 
Jo hn Anderso n, was inflames. 
Mr. Anderso n’s family was ab­ 
sent fro m ho me and ho w the fire 
started is no t po sitively kno wn, 
but it is believed to have o riginated 
in a defective flue. 
When the fire was disco vered, 
Ifr, Anderso n’s neighbo rs bro ke 
into the ho use and carefully re­ 
mo ved the furniture, saving nearly, 
no t quite, all o f it. 
The ho se co mpanies were unable 
to save the building, which was 
almo st co mpletely destro yed. 
The 
lo ss o n the building is estimated at 
$ 8cx>. 
Mrs Adams carried insur­ 
ance o n the building, but exactly 
ho w much was no t learned by the 
fire department. 
While the ho se co mpanies were 
at wo rk o n the Anderso n ho me 
they received an alarm semt in fro m 
the co rner o f Seco nd and Massa­ 
chusetts streets, to the effect that 
there was a big fire acro ss the street 
fro m the Huckins ho tel. 
Ho se co mpany No . 2 abando ned 
part o f its co mpliment o f ho se and 
made a run fo r the business center 
o f the city, where they fo und the 
rear po rtio n o f Jo seph Kingsley’s 
residence building, No . 222 East 
Seco nd street, in flames. 
The building was o ccupied by 
Mr. and Mrsj» Larry Haxel, who 
were absent fro m 
ho me. 
The 
o rigin o f the fire is unkno wn. 
The rear part, a kitchen additio n, 
was burned, and a part o f the main 
building destro yed. 
The lo ss is 
estimated by the fire department at 
|6 ck>. 
The mo st destructive o f the three 
fifes bro ke o ut at 10:30 last night, 
at A. P. M. Gro ss’ residence. No , 
663 East Sixteenth street. 
The in­ 
mates o f the residence were in bed 
and asleep when the fire, which 
started fro m a defective flue, was 
disco vered. 
The who le o f the ro o f was burned 
o ff and a part o f the walls were de­ 
stro yed. 
Mr. Gro ss carried $ 500 insurance 
o n the building and |2# o o n the 
furniture, which will no t co ver 
o ne-half o f his lo ss. 
An incident in co nnectio n with 
the seco nd fire caused so me criti­ 
cism o f the fire department which 
was unjust. 
Ho se co mpany No . 2, 
in respo nse to the “ hurry call,”

while putting o ut the fire in the 
so uthern part o f the city, had to 
abando n a part o f their ho se,which 
was in use.

When they arrived at Seco nd 
street it was fo und that additio nal 
ho se was needed, and the wago n 
had to be sent to engine ho use No , 
2, fo ur blo cks distant, fo r additio nal 
ho se, invo lving » a delay o f o nly a 
few minutes in fighting the fire 
with water.

Albert G. Wells, o f Fayette, 
who sto le his o wn child on Decem­ 
ber 13 and ro de ho rseback thirty 
miles to catch a train and escaped, 
has been caught in Virginia and 
will be bro ught back to face a 
charge o f kidnaping. 
Go v, Do ckery Sunday issued a 
requisitio n o n the go verno r o f Vir­ 
ginia and delivered it to Sheriff 
Gibso n, o f Ho ward co unty, fo r the 
return o f Wells, and Sheriff Gib­ 
so n left o n the afterno o n train to 
get his man. 
Wells is under ar­ 
rest at Martinsville, Henry co unty, 
Va., and will be held until the ar­ 
rival o f the Misso uri o fficer. 
Albert G. Wells and Mary W. 
Wells were divo rced at the last 
term o f the Ho ward co unty circuit 
co urt in No vember and she was 
awarded alimo ny o f $ 1,500 and the 
custo dy o f the child, a bright little 
bo y, 10 years o ld. 
Wells was a 
pro spero us 
farmer o f 
Ho ward 
co unty, but after do mestic tro ubles 
his wife left him and mo ved to 
Fayette, where she co nducts a 
bo arding ho use. 
On December 13 the father o f 
the child ro de into Fayette o n 
ho rseback and went to the fro nt 
yard where the bo y was at play. By 
pro mising him a new suit o f clo thes 
he go t the bo y to get upo n the 
ho rse behind him and ro de away. 
Wells went to ward Glasgo w, but 
just o utside 
o f 
that to wn he 
changed 
ho rses 
and 
ro de into 
Keytesville, where he bo arded a 
Wabash train and went to Vir­ 
ginia, where he has relatives. 
His 
whereabo uts 
were 
so o n 
learned, and Sheriff 
Davis, o f 
Henry co unty, Virginia, was tele­ 
graphed to arrest Wells and ho ld 
him until he co uld be sent fo r. 
Acting fo r the relatives o f Wells, 
Atto rney O. S. Barto n, o f Fayette, 
went to Jefferso n City and asked 
the go verno r no t to issue the requi­ 
sitio n, o n the gro und that Wells 
had no t co mmitted any crime, but 
was merely in co ntempt o f the 
circuit co urt, which made the o r­ 
der granting the custo dy o f the 
child. 
Go v; Do ckery did no t take this 
view o f the matter and issued a 
requisitio n acco rdingly, and Wells 
# ill be bro ught bao k and tried fo r 
abductto n.

On the afternoon of June 12 rumors 
were afloat that a my sterious sickness 
had broken out in some of the boats. 
In camp th at ev ening it w^as clear 
th a t cholera had come in itsmo^i ma­ 
lignant form. 
Tliat night 30 
men 
died. 
The disease made rapid in­ 
roads on the force, and 
the 
panic 
caused by the cholera was increased 
by the fierce attacks of the enemy it 
had come to punish, 
two 
hundred 
boats hav ing been destroy ed by them.
